versity Grants Commission Act, 1956 and every 
institution deemed to bo a’ University under Section

(iiil They shall come into force with effect from 1st

2. QUALIFICATIONS : 

No person shall be appointed to a teaching post in Uni¬ 
versity or in any of institutions including canstilucrit 
or affiliated colleges recognised under clause (f) of 
Section 2 of the University Grarfia Commission Act.
